natlon of tbe pastor or tbe ending of tbe ' 
pastorate by action of the congregation or 
letter harmony without either of these

a. Dealer** A**f«e> to Wenen Win 
Wl*b »• Can far Thorn at Home. 
"Fors we ea«y enough to keepduring 


wwm weather," said a storcr of furs 
bjB other day, when approached on the 
ubject. "If ladies would only use a few 
imple preventives they could keep 
iaaa at home as well as we could keep 
hem in cur storerooms. Of course, a 
ar garment la better hung up than 
olded away in. a box or trunk. First, 
Because there is less danger of cvogh- 
ng and wrinkles; 
p'^S5m3, because 


moths oao be more naAily seea at their 
mork. The best plan is to select a dark 
closet and have it papered all over,, top 
and bottom, with tair paper. SUitssur- 


is sticky, it should be covered -with 


a second coat of paper to prevent the 
cloties. coming in. contact with the tar. 
?or this second coat I find newspaper 
as good ae anything that can. be used. 
Perhaps the smell of printers' ink helps 
the tar do its -work, or it may be be- 
cause the newspaper is porous and al- 
lows the tar odor to come through more 
readily. Before hanging in this closet, 
all garments, both fur and wool, should 
be carefully beaten with a elender cane. 
Here is the great secret of keeping furs. 
It is in cleaning them before they are 
puta.way. If a, moth orn moth egg goes 
into the closet with them the damage 
is only partially prevented. While the 
egg will hatch the moth only lives for a 
short while and cannot increase, but 
during that brief life I have known 
these little insects to spoil the beauty 
of aa elegant garment. So the greatest 
care should be taken to beait and comb 
furs clean before storing them away. 
For this purpose a fur comb should be 
used, or a slender, strong cane, that will 
reach the skin itself. The safest plan is 
to remove the garments from this closet 
about once a month and give them a 
thorough beating. Some persons hang 
them in the sun. on these occasions, be- 
lieving that the sun destroys moths and 
moth eggs, while, as a matter of fact, it 
hatches the eggs, and, like any other 
heat, makes the moth thrive. 


"Where only a chest or trunk or, as is 


sometimes the case, only R. pasteboard 
box is to be had, the» the management 
is different. Afterthecleanlngprocess, 
which is always the same, it is best for 
the chest, box or trunk to be lined with 
tar paper, after the same manner as the 
closet. But where this is not practic- 
able any of the numerous moth pre- 
ventives may be used; though sold un- 
der different names, their ingredients 
are about the eame. They should be 
carefully sewed in bags to prevent con- 
tact with the- furs, as they invariably 
leave spots on dark-colored skins. The 
odor can be overcome by a thorough 
beating and hanging for several days in 
the wind or open air, that is, where the 
furs h*-e been (removed and'beaten dur- 
ing the season; otherwise, the odor is 
ha rd to jret rid of. 


"Some dealers use the fames of sul- 


phur to clean frurs already Attacked by 
moths, but that should be a last report, 
a;, it discolors the garment and r.eceesi- 
tates Its being redyed. Many of the old- 
fashioned preventives have some virtue 
In them, ae sassafras, china root, etc., 
and cam be used to advantage by people 
in the country where they aireeasilyob 
tained, but persons in the city have bet- 
ter means within their reach."—N. Y. 
Sun.

DEER WANTED w CONNECTICUT. 


——— 
» 
Hnaten Ptlltlcm f«r Appropriation 


with Which to Stock Praerra. 
'Ooanecticutt hunters are making1 an 
effort to introduce more wild deer into 
the state. A petition has been seat to 
the state game warden asVing1 for an 
appropriation of jit least $£,000 for the 
purpose of securing- deer and stocking 
preserves in various parts of the state, 
reports the New York Sun. Connecti- 
cut has hundreds of acres of v, lid coun- 
try which is 
continually growing 


wilder, owing to the tendency of the 
people 1o desert the farms and give up 
sericulture for manufactures and city 
life, and for miles in some parts of the 
state not a liouse is to be seen. The 
country is too barren for agriculture, 
not even sheep raising1 being conducted 
with profit in some parts of it, hut 
the scrubs are just what Hie tlcer re- 
cjuireforsiistenanw through the winter. 
There are now about a dozen wild deer 
in the state, and their owners believe 
that they exist under ideal conditions 
there. 


The Connecticut climate is much 


more favorable to the animals than that 
of Maine, Vermont or N 
Tow Hampshire, 


and in those three prates tthe deer are 
met nearly1 everywhere in the uninhab- 
ited . portions. The recent movement 
to preserve wild deer in Long Island 
has been .a success. Bay lynxes, which 
in most newspaper reports ore called 
"wildcats," in common nvith the genu- 
ine wildcats, are sometimes met with in 
Sussex and Fassoic counties, and so 
are mink and weasels. 


Bears sometimes get into the north- 


western port of Sussex county. 


MEASURING SUNSHINE.

For Sale. For Reat. Wasted, Etc. 


WANTED. 


An InKtrnnlent \Vhtch Record* tlie 


Streaith tit Uverr Bar. 


An instrument wuich has been in- 


vented for measuring sunshine elec- 
trically Is so'sensitive that not thi1 
faintest sun ray that may break 
through the cloudy arch of a gloomy 
day is lost, even, if it be but of a mo- 
ment's duration, says the Pittsburgh 
Dispatch. Not only docs itca,toh these 
rays of sunlight, but by an, iugeniow 
contrivance it records their degree and 
the period of the. day at which- they 
occur, The cylindrical glass tubea, 
connected by a stem, are inclosed in a 
protecting glass sheath. Jtcroury is 
used to separate the air in ttie bulbs, 
which art filled with pure, dry air and 
hermetically sealed. The space be- 
tween the bulbs of the protecting 
6'heath. is then exhausted of air and 
sealed. One of the bulbs IS con ted wi tit 
lampblack and when the sun shines its 
attraction for the blackened bulb drives 
the mercury^ up through the stem lead- 
ing to the clear glass bulb. In its pas- 
saga i* forms a, circuit with fine wires 
fused into the glass and the record is 
instantly carf Jed to a register in trie ob- 
server's office. This register is oper- 
ated by clockwork, and upon its brass 
cylinder a sheet of paper bearing lines 
indicating the minutes and hours of 
the day is traversed by an automatic; 
pen, which, actuated by the electric 
wines attochejd to the glass bulbs, makes 
an "absolutely accurate record of the 
intensity and duration of the sunshine 
each day. 


FROGS AT MUSKOKA.

Ytirn from the Wild* of Canada. 
President George E. SIcKee was in a 


talkative mood a. night or two agt). 
Some one said that the frogs had en- 
tirely disappeared from Muskoka lake 
in Canada, and after removing the toby 
from his mouth, Mr. McKee began, nc- 
cording to the Kew Castle Courant 
Guardian: 


"I remember when I was at Muskoka 


with the first fishing party that ever 
visited that spot. Why, do you know 
that frogs were our principal article of 
diet? We used to get out in a boat after 
them, rjid as true as I tell you the frogs 
used to run after us. It was no uncom- 
mon thing for us to capture 40 pounds 
ef frogs'" letrs in one evening. They'd 
bite at the bare hook. I've seen, them 
there fully as big as your pug dog, and 
\ve. had ai dozen that were selected for 
the difference in their tone of voices. I 
tvas enabled by the aid of a small stick 
to make those frogs siug a kind of n 
tun«. We had a bass, a double bass, a 
tenor, a contralto, and, in fact, every 
known voice in that choir. Many's the 
night I have beea lulled to sleep by the 
music of flat buJUrog chorus. Why, I 
have seen—" but he never finished, for 
every member of the symposium had 
escaped) through the back door.
